LITERATURE.

Lucy Annyy. By J. T, Trowhridge, Ticknor
& Feld, Boston, Philadelphia Agent, G. W,
Piteher, No, 808 Ohesnut giroel,

Mr. Trowbridge has achieved for himself a
favorable reputation by the publication of
“Codjo's Cave,” aid the appearnnce of “'Lucy
Arlyn” will wot detrnct from his fame, Itis a
novel of strikingly forcible parts, yel some what
disjointedly put together, It resemblee the
poplar tree, very beautitul in its shave when
well trimaied, yet wolully ugly when left to native
luxuriance, *“Lucy Arlyn” wants pruning.
There are tgo mapy inferior creations, who ap-
penr upon the siage as utllii_v men, and serve
only 1o distract the reader's attention from the
main points of the story. But the whole work
is written m o epirited, plessant style, and
abounds in lively dislogue, 1t is n wellkvown
faot, and one wlich we think will be recog’
nized not only by those who have atterapted to
write. but also by all oritical readers, thut a
sprightly dialogue, p nstural conversstion s
rurcly found in a novel, There is a ¢tilf conven-
tionality about it which should be exsy and
flowing—which is more suggestive of the style
of dress in the days of Queen Elizabeth than of
any modern production. The%entences abound
in woids which are found only in the dictionary,
or else are full ol yulgarisms #it only for the
lips of aboor, Both of these Mr, Trowbridge
hins pyvolded, Ilis siyle of dinlogue s both ensy
and natural

While, therelore, we pralse the gtyle, we mnst
find the greatest (sull with the morality displayed
in the production, Weare glad, for the sake ol
its repulation, that the author has omilted to
loealize bis sketeh, If it has a habuation i
must be & miserably immoral one, o far as the
female portion of the populatian is comverned.
Of the four leading heroines, Luey, Christina,
Sophin, and Mre, Hadge, the less we say about
their chastity the better. Whether some Mormon
uspe prevaled in thelr villoge or not, we cannot
tell; but to our eyes the procesdings of these
four dumes seem nnything but cousistent with
the dootrines ol the seventh command of the
Decalogue,

01 the charactor of the hero, Guy Barrington,
we cannol spesk highly. Any man who would
marry in gectel the wowman he loved, and then
let Ler Vive for years under the odium which
must follow keeping the ceremony a secret,
for the purpose of inherlting some paternal pro-
perty, must, ln our opinion, have but little heart,
and be ol an extremely narrow mind, Aguin, for
o married man to treat another woman than his
wife in the maunper which he did Christing, hns
a tendeney to encourage crime munder the nnme
of religious cnthusinsm. The whole tenor of
the work has an fmmoral aroma, [ speaks of
wickedness, It narrutes crime, and yet mages the
eriminals come ont unpunished at the end. In
fuct, though s intervstivg work, sand Lo a well-
instructed and religious mind o harmless one,
yet on a weak and waveging reader its intfluence
would be daugerous,

To this objection is superadded another which
makes the author appear asthoogh the glimpees
of the moon hiad had un unfortunnte effect upon
hig brain,  The teadency of the whole produe-
tion appears to be to prove the correcness ot
thos¢ wild hallucluations known as psycheo-
many, or epiritualism, Coming a4 it doos from
that nest of all the lsms of the world, from that
hatching place of all madness, and birth-place
of ull that tolly eon invent or illogical conclusions
deduce, we would naturally expect that it would
be tinctured with some ol the manias which
have made Boston the lnughing-stock and the
pestilence of America. There has never been
an insane delueion which has not either ori-
ginated or been propagated by some citizen of
the “Hub of the Universe,” We recognize all
the pood sbe has done, but unless those wild
schemes be abandoned, all the good will be can-
celled by the evil slie infilcts.  When,, therelore,
Mr. Trowbridge comes out in 8 novel in order to
prove certain spiritual doctrines, we are not
surprised, although we are disgusted, Ile dlls
his work with curions incldents, Children mar-
dered have their graves discovered. Gold and
sllver mined are ferreled out and boear
hunts depicted, In fact, various curious
phevomenn are narrated, to which the writer
gived a sort of semi-personal ssaent, Toe folly
nnd mizchiefl which the reception as traths of
such doctrines eould cause s incalonlable,
And the danger 18 not lessened becanse the [orm
in which it seeks to promulgate is that of n fic-
tion. The most prodigious influence ever ex-
erted sgainst an lnstitution and in favor of a
doctrine had a novel as its wvehicle—Mrs, H,
I, Stowe's “Uncle Tom's Cabin” We therefore
regret that Mr. Trowbndge hag given us a novel
inoculated with Fremch morals and German
skepticism, We regret this the more hecanse he
has given us o very good novel. With all its
delects, it 1a of .deep interest and will well repay
perusal, so fur as the pleasure of its contents is
concerned, It s o literary success, naud we hope
will prove a pecunlary one, a8 all encomrage-
mwent should be glven to the productions of na-
tive authors, and the tendency to lethargy
evinced by most of them is much to be lamented.
The work s beautifully executed, typographi-
cally, by Messrs, Ticknor & Field.

Well Flowing 1000 Barrels a Day.

This well promises to be the event in olldom
for some time. It is on the Frothingham lease,
which is struated at ths upper end ol the wam-
wiy and extonds ap the right side of the ravine,
On Thursday lust, pumping was commenced in
No. 832. There preved to be very little water in
the well, not more than five barrels having been
thrown up altogether, when the ol immedintely
foliowed. The pumping only continued about
ten minules, whoen the well began to flow, It was
olalmed s n good strike of a three hundred bar-
rel well on Friday last, On SBaturday it was
lmmpud ubout balt an lLour, and on Monday
ikewise, aiter which the sucker rods were
drawn, when 1 ummedistely commeneed flows
Ing ut un sstonichiug rate. New wells, especi-
ally large once, are subjects of sstonishment,
rather than mousurcement, even to the most ex-
perienced. Luvge flowlng wells generally pro-
duce much mors ol during the first three or
four days, or duving the fGrst rusb, than after
wards, It is gctdomy that an opinion upon the
amount & new well s producing is sustained by
sub-cquent faots, Flve houndred barrel wells
goncrally turn. out but three, and s0 with other
quuutitics in small proportion. The reader in
this mstance must be satisfied with the opinion
of others, wpon the quantity of oil sctually
being yielded, but It 1 esrtain that when
visited yesterdny, It was  pouring out at
s rate which would have excelled cither
the United BStates or Pool Wells of Pit-
bhole in their palmiest days. The flow 18
stendy and forcibie, spouting (rom the mouth of
the pipe, in g sivsight loe, rom #ve to elght
feet, and giving the spectator an impression that
it 1e ejected with ereat force. The volume of gas
i# ulso great; Two board box pipes, abont
twenty feet i beight, have been erected over
the covered tank, into which 15 flowa.

An Infant Roasted Alive,

We hear from private sources of a crime com-
mitled in this city some twenty daye since,
almost too horrible te record, and presenting
one of the numerous phases of infanticide so
common in Newa York and viewity., About mul-
night a well-dreesed man drove fu a carriace to
the roomes of a profesged midwile—(we glve no
pames af present, a8 we underdtand the fuers
have been communicatad to a Cotholla priest,

and  brought before the pollee)—and per-
sunded the wowan to go with him to a
house mear by to attena the anecouchment

of a young woman, 'The carringe apparently
wus driven through varions streets, with the
view of deceiving the nutse, until it stopped in
front of a large houge, In which there were no
Hghte, either In the hall or in auy ol the
roome, Reaching the third or fourlh stery, the
midwite was firet 1ad into ao unlighted room,
where there wae o bed and & woman upon it
undergoiug the paingoflabor, This room lec
into another, wheve there were no lights, but
where there wn: a large fire. The midwife
then took ber pluce by the bed in the adjoining
room, and in hall un bour a young mother, who
refused all communication with hernew nurse,
wane delivered of ber first child, It was im-
medigtely taken into the room with the fire,
when the nurse nshed lor its clothing, and was
told by the mounster who had decoyed her to
the house and chamber,—and aenicst her
partial remonpstrunce from the beginning,—
thal there was  no  clothing  for  the
child, wud that it wmust be put upon the
fire! The nurse refused, when the man drew o
pistel vpen ber, aud threatened to kill her if she
did mot obey hun, She etill refused, when he
deliberately took the infant from her arms—
which was a healthy child—into bis swn liaods,
and put it upon the fire! literally roasting it
alive. The nuree was immediately returved to
her home, in the same earriage, and by the sawe
circuitous route, where she hos becn ill ever
sivee, and only well enough 10 communiente

Importont to Savings Banks,

The question of the lability of savings banks
to a tax el one twenty-fourth of one per cent, a
month wpon nll moneys received, inveated, or
loaned, according (o the terme of the one hun-
dred and tenth szetlon of the Internal Revenue
Aot, hos just been eot at rest by the United
States Supremie Court. The case which gave
rise to the declelon Is the same which recontly
came up belore the United States Cirenit Court
in New York, an appeal having been made on a
conflict of deeleion, Assoclate Justiee Clifford,
who delivered the opimion of the court, ruled
that the baok is lisble to pay the duty; that the
loans received and invested are deposila within
the meaning ol the aot of Congress; antl that the
moneys received on deposit in sny one month,
and invested in the manner stated during the
eame month, are deposits within the mesaning
of the acts o1 Conpgress, so a8 to render the plain-
tiff liable to poy the tax thereon for the sames
month. Hereurter, therefore, savings batiks
will be regarded, for purposes of revenus, s
being 1dentical wita all other banking corpora-
tioms. It I8 proper to sdd that both Justiges
Grier and Neleon dissented from the deeision of
the majority, holding that these institutions are
merely agents “recelving small sums for poor
depositors, and loaning them out uyder restric-
tion, or imvesting them in United States, in State
bonds, or stocks, tor the benefit of the depositors,
with the approval of the inetitution.”
